Toll May Rise 
In Alberta 


PARKLAND, Alts. (CP)—A speeding tank-trailer 
truck loaded with gasoline struck a TD-mile-an-hour 
two-car diesel psMenger train yesterday at a crossing. 
Hours after the crash that enveloped the train and 
truck in searing flames the death toll was set at six. 
Sixteen persons were injured. 


At least six persons died and 16 more were in¬ 
jured in a ghastly inferno following a collision 
at a Parkland, Alta., railroad crossing. A speed¬ 


ing tanker truck loaded with propane crashed 
broadside into a CPR two-car die^l passenger 
train.—(AP Photofax.), 


Witncsaeg at the scene near 
this southern Alberts farming 
village first set the death toll 
at 12.

Spray of X-Rays 


Repairmen 
In Peril 
From TV? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Television viewers get a small 
dose of X-rays from their acta 
and TV repairmen may receive 
enough radiation to suffer in 
Jury, a new adentlflc research 
study warns. 

The report said televiaion 
watchers receive a compara¬ 
tively "Insignificant" amount 
of radiation through the front 
glass of their sets, only a tiny 
fraction of the radiatlen they 
get from natural sources in 
the earth end atmosphere. 

However, the possibility 
that repairmen working on the 
unshielded picture tube might 
be harmed by the radiation 
"should not be overlooked." 
the study said.

The first, excited 
reports from witnesses said 
two men and a woman were in 
the vehicle but these erroneous 
reports apparently were based 
upon the macabre evidence 
available. 

"Cremation’’ waa the word 
used by newspaper reporters 
to describe how the victims 
died. 

Twenty-five passengers weee 
in the railway coach. Death 
came to the victima swiftly, 
unexpectedly. The train en¬ 
gineer. W. F. Warner of Red 
Deer, said he waa "rolling 
about 70" when he saw the 
truck approaching the croae- 
ing. He blew hie horn but the 
truck, which he said was 
travelling at about 60 mUee an 
hour, did not reduce its speed 
as it came to the railway 
tracks. 


the accident occurred, saw tlm 
crash. Hi said later: 

*T looked out and heard him 
(the train engineer) Mowing 
the horn right up until the time 
the truck hit him. The train 
was Immediately eurrounded 
by flames but the truck didn’t 
bum until it stopped. Then the 
flames flashed from the coach 
to the truck .. • 

"The 'screams only lasted 
about a minute •.." 

The crash knodeed the rsQ 
coach oM the raUs. The track 
was bent as the train bumped 
along the ties. All that re¬ 
mained of the truck was a 
white-ash-coeted frame. The 
coach that was struck was a 
mass of fla m e sear e d Heel 
frame. A atubMe field adJoinF 
ing the crossing caught fire. 

Afterwards there was no 
panic, no confusion. Mr. Oviatt 
telephoned the long distance 
operator who put in calls to 
surrounding towns for help.

McPhnilpa,^ aayt that he 
expects that his private WIJ to permit 
the old-age security pension to be 
payable anywhere will receive ready 
assent at the next session of Parlia¬ 
ment. No faction in the House, he 
says, has indloated any opposition to 
the proposal. 

In this respect Parliament, if it 
widens the residence clause of pension 
legislation, will be acceding to grow¬ 
ing popular demand. There is strong 
sentiment that no strings should be 
attached to the universal pension, 
and that the rtstriction wld^ com* 
pels recipienta to Hve permanently in 
Canada Ls inequitable and works to 
the hardship of some pensioners. 

There are a numbei- of pensioners 
who would be able to live more com¬ 
fortably in countries where they have 
family ties and living standards are 
not so high nor compulsive costs so 
severe on the purse. Some of these 
in fact have little nK>re to live on 


It w 


in the universal pension allowance, 
tt would ease their twilight years and 
be a gracious recognition of their 
difficulties to let them live where 
they please and still draw their 
pension. 

All private and other government 
pension .schemes put no residence 
bars on the parents made. There 
should be no difference in connection 
with the universal old-age pen^^. It 
also is contributory and thus ramed. 
If the fund concerned is in the red 
at the moment that is a nuitter for 
federal adjustment, and should not 
be used to justify restrictive rules of 
residence. The allowanoas have to be 
paid out in any event, and it is a 
dog'in-the-manger attitude to put 
strings on their receipt. 

One might quarrel with the eligi¬ 
bility provision of the pension sche^ 
—ten years stay In Canada seems too 
brief a time to gain a pension—but 
few would object to the removal of 
the residence bar once a person has 
qualified for the pension payments. 


Trading Stamp Plague 


T he retail merchants’ section of 
the Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has decided to give moral 
support to a nation-wide campaign 
to eradicate the trading stamp plague 
which slowly but surely is moving 
westward across Canada. So far 
there has been nothing to suggest 
that any of the local stores intend to 
resort to this shabbiest of all mer¬ 
chandising “ginunicks,” but the rate 
at which the atampa are invading 
business In other parts of the country 
shows that danger cannot be dis¬ 
counted. 

Concerted action by chambers of 
commerce, better business bureaus 
and other organizations may in the 
end accompli^ what ia necessary to 
stamp out this blight on retail trade, 
but there would be greater satisfac¬ 
tion if the desired result could be 
attained through aroused public 
opinion. The purveyors of trading 
Btampa fkairiah on the gullibility and 
greed of those shoppers who bettevt 
they are getting something for 


nothing. Unfortunately this attitude 
of mind has been fostered to a con¬ 
siderable degree by the manufac¬ 
turers of many types of goods 
through the introduction of *‘give- 
away” inducements only a little less 
transparent. 

In retail business nothing is ever 
given away. The dishrag i%ith the 
detergent or the space helmet with 
the breakfast cereal has to be paid 
for by someone; and that someone 
ia, of course, the consumer. Trading 
stamps are worse because they are a 
surtax on all purcha.ses in* the store 
issuing them and not just on a few 
items. 

It is hard to believe that people 
could be alinple-minded enough to 
think that the “premiums’* awarded 
for trading stamp collections really 
are something for nothing; yet tens of 
thousands of them moat be. because 
the practice is widespread in many 
parts, of North America. ’Though the 
remedy M in their hands they may 
also need legislative protection 
against their own foolishness. 


October’s Rich Tapestry

High Financing for the Church 


T he Archbishop of Canterbury 
launched recently a campaign 
to revive Christian stewardship and 
to encourage giv¬ 
ing to the Church 
of England. Tha 
problem is that far 
too many young 
people regard the 
Anglican Church in 
Britain as a sort of 
nationalized indus¬ 
try self - supported 
► If not from the 
treasury at least from a bottomless 
pit of wealth controlled by’ the church 
commlasionars. 

The Anglican Church occupiaa a 
unique position in England. It is a 
state church in the legal sense and 
the Queen ia head of the church, but 
it receives nothing from the atate 
except in payment of certain services 
- such as tha provision of chaplains 
to prisons, hospitals and the like. 
What is confusing is the pool of 
immense wealth which has been in¬ 
herited through the centuries and 
which provides the backbone of Angli¬ 
can finance. 

The point is that it is not enougl^ 


Of concern to many people are 
the activities of the investment panel 
of the church cooMniasioners. They 
are experienced financiers who hsvs 
worked miracles in the reinvestment 
of ecclealastical funds and by obtain¬ 
ing subatanttally higher yields than

have managed to provide the income 
necessary to boost stipends of tha 
clergy and generally te make things 
a little easier financially. 

The archbishop for his part is 
concerned lest too many Anglicans 
sheuld be willing to rest en the 
generosity of their ancestors and 
not do enough themselves. The Im¬ 
mediate challenge is to increase the 
amount of giving amongst the rank 
and file and to encourage regular 
giving not the sporadic giving which 
it one of the main problems of day- 
by-day finance. 

There are many Anglicans, how¬ 
ever, who are worried about the 
church Investment policy. 

It covers the whole range of 
British industry, with two exceptions. 
The investment panel has been told 
not to invest church funds in arma¬ 
ments or liquor companies. It sounds 
reasonable enough until one realizes 
that by far the biggest Investment 
is in the steel Industry and by far the 
biggest customers of the steel indus¬ 
try art armament manufacturers. 


Many people beiieva that tha 
fundamental duty of the church ia 
to put its money into constructive 
enterprises with a Christian value 
(aparUnenta for old people are a 
case in point); but the yield would 
not be nearly as great 

There has alto been some criti¬ 
cism on the ground that although 
tha Archbishop of Canterbury con¬ 
demned premium bonds as gambling.

O NE U.S. labor leader has ad¬ 
vanced a means of letting strikes, 
such as the steel strike, go on forever. 
Mr. A. F. Hartung, president ol the 
International Woodworkers of Amer¬ 
ica, said in a Toronto speech that the 
U.S. and Canadian labor movenwnts 
should build up a 8250.000,000 strike 
fund, available to any union engaged 
in a ntajor dispute.

It is against this background ol 
high finance that the parishes art 
now being approached to give gener¬ 
ously and regularly, Dioceaan de¬ 
mands art going uR and with them 
the need fbr an a.ssured Income. The 
response has been encouraging, but 
there are fears that the church is 
becoming too centralized. 

There are many church people 
who believe that investments in 
stocks and shares are as much 
gambling as premium bonds or foot¬ 
ball pools, especially in tha present 
state of the market. There are many 
who believe that church Investments 
should be In enterprises more closely 
allied to Christian values, even though 
the return may not be as great. They 
believe that the laymen would mako 
good any deficiencies, but the central 
authority is not quite as confident 


One of the arguments is that 
church policy, financial and spiritual 
ia now being dictated much more 
from the top than from the parish 
level. ’This is in part the result of 
the distribution of investmenu and 
the removal of parochial anomalies. 
The wealthy parish has now vanished 
and its wealth ia used to help some of 
tho.se leas fortunate. Salaries of the 
<^Rrgy have been levelled down and 
levelled up, to remove the inequali¬ 
ties of fabulous stipends in aomo 
places and sUrvation levels in others; 
but tha total resources of the church 
are claimed to be inadequate despito 
tha very surctaeful investment policy. 

Meanwhile effort ia being mad# 
to overcome criticism and to restort 
the tradition of parochial generosity 
on the basis of regular giving of 
small amounU to replace the vanished 
wealthy benefactor.

Little WorkNow May Avoid 
Plenty of Grief Later On 
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By J. RALPH DALZELL 

Now Is the time to examine 
houses and do simple repair 
and maintenance work. A little 
work now may avoid unpleas* 
ant and costly experiences 
during the winter months. 

Windows can be the cause of 
excessive heat loss, uncomfort¬ 
able drafts, dust and dirt and, 
in some cases, the rotting of 
adjacent structural members. 
This holds true for windows 
in wood siding, stucco and 
masonry walls. 

CAUSE OF TROUBLE 

Shrinkage, warping or set¬ 
tlement of^ develops cracka 
between window frames and 
walls. See G and H In picture 
L Cracks admit water, dust 
and dirt, cause drafts and al¬ 
low heat losses which result in 
high fuel bills. They should 
he fiUed with a light colored, 
caulking compound whl^ can 
be painted to match surround¬ 
ing colors If necessary. The 
caulking compound can be ap¬ 
plied with a caulking gun 
(available at hardware stores) 
or with a putty luilfe. 

LOOSE FIT 

In many instances, especially 
In older structures, window 
sash fit so loosely in the sur¬ 
rounding frames that wind, 
water and cold air are admit¬ 
ted. See A, B, C. E and F in 
picture L Weatherstripping 
should be applied at all these 
locations. Hardware stores I 
and mail order houses gener -1 
ally have aeveYal kinds of 
weatherstiipping aval lable. 
Hie application is simple with 
tacks or brtds. 

INSPECT PUTTY 

The putty (see picture 2) 
around the edges of glass in 
sash should be carefully in¬ 
spected and replaced if it Is 
cracked, loose or partially 
missing. Use a good grade of 
putty just as It comes from 
the can. Be sure to mix the 
piitty thoroughly prior to ap¬ 
plication. 

If storm sash m to be used, 
weatherstiipping around the 
regular window will avoid the 
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swaat that often appears on 
Uie inside surface of the storm 
sash glass. Weatherstiipping 
all around exterior doors is 
also advisable. 

Inspect, repeir and. if neces¬ 
sary, replace gutters prior to 
winter. If half round metal 
gutters (aee picture 3) are 
badly rusted they should be re¬ 
placed. They can seldom be 
successfully petched. Boxlike 
gutters (see picture 4) cen be 
given costa of hot apshaltum. 
with a lasrer of ordinary alum¬ 
inum foil betwee n coats to 
make them last a year er two 
longer. The mme can be ap-, 
plied to metal lined gutters of 
the type shown in picture 5. 
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LUce any flashings, the gutters 
or metal linings should be re¬ 
placed if they are rusted to the 
extent of being very thin or 
broken. 

Gutters as shown in pictures 
3 and 4 can be purchased 
reedy to instal. at sheet metal 
shops. The metal can be 
formed at sheet metal 
shops for lined gutters.

British Lieutenant Aaron 
Hart, weary of war and im¬ 
pressed by the near-virgin wil- 
demeaa of Quebec, made hia 
home In Three Rivers in 1759. 

A aimpte ceremony in Three 
Rivers marked this miteetone 
in Canadian history. Quebec 
Minister of Trade and Com¬ 
merce. Paul Beaulieu unveiled 
a atone calm and plaque to the 
memory of Ezekiel Hart, 
Aaron Hart’s second son. 

ELECTED TWIC E 

Ezekiel was electad twice to 
the Legislative Aspembly of 
Lower Canada but was refused 
the right to take his seat be¬ 
cause of his religion. 

Ezekiel refused to give up. 
He fought for equality with hia 
French • Canadian supporters 
backing him all the way. 

Before he died a bill was 
passed granUng full righu and 
privileges to all citizens—the 
first such tegislation in the 
British Commonwealth.

It hasn’t stopped growing 
since. 

Although Aaron Hart is 
recognized as the first Jew to 
settle in Canada, he was by no 
means the first to see the coun- 
try. 

As far back as 1697 King 
William of Orange granted 
Joseph de' la Penha. a Jewish 
merrhant of Rotterdam, terri¬ 
torial rights to Labrador. 
OFFICIALLY FIRST 
Jews came over with the 
Hudson’s Bay Company and 
others visited white establish¬ 
ing shipping trade between 
France and Canada. 

But because of the Important 
part playsd by the Hart family 
they were named first settlers. 

Treatment meted out to Eze¬ 
kiel Hart arai the first record¬ 
ed case of discrimination 
against a Jew In Canada. 
HOUSE DISSOLVED 
Some members of the legis¬ 
lature even introduced a bill in 
the House to declare Jews 
ineUfibto for election but the 
govemor-general Sir James 
Craig—and the godfather to 
Ezektol’s son—dissolved the 
House ae that the bill could not 
be passed. 

Jears were granted the legal 
right to practise their religion, 
perform marriages and acquire 
property, by a bin passed In 
the legialature 19 yaara later. 
FULL RIGim 
But it was not until 1831 
that Jews were granted full 
righto and prlvneges of other 
•ubjecto of the king. 

Tha act which received royal 
assent April 12. 1832, was a 
mtteptone in the history of hw 
mdh righto. It was the first 
such togislation ever passed in 
Britain and was fully 25 years 
ahead of Britain's similar law.

It is easy to blame somebody else. Finger 
pointing is an ancient game. 

Meanwhile me all lose. Only our enemies m in. America 
becomes weak m'hen we most need to be strong. 

What is the right way to end these strikes? 

Fact-finding commissions may be necessary. But the 
plainest fact is the blindness of human nature. The 
« greatest fact is that human nature can be changed. 

When men change, conditions change — conditions 
that cause strikes and lockouts. 

This is an ideological age. We Americans must live 
our God-given ideology to bring the ansmer to Commu¬ 
nism, corruption, division, dictatorship and despair.

The gap lay in 
s different realin — that of the clash of human wills, with 
f Ihe obstinacy, pride, suspicion and bitterness which accom¬ 
pany. it It was a moral issue In the hearts of men, and it 
oould only be resolved by the creation of a new moral 
elimato.” (From “John Riffe of the •toelworkers, Ameri¬ 
can Labor Statesman,** to be published Nov. 6 by Coward- 
MoCann, New York.) 

Riffe suggested the union Wage PpHcy Committee in- 
Tits in the representatives of the nsanagement. They came. 

The Pittsburgh Post Gazette, July 22, 1962, reported: 
“The surprise visit of the industry group ... to the union 
gathering ... set a precedent in industrial relations in the 
steel industry ... It was apparent to obser\'ers that their 
presence dissipated some of the tension and bitterness the 
long strike had engendered.** 

The New York Times of July 27, 1962, contained this 
account of the final meetings: **Mr. Fairless and Mr. 
Murray met privately for 70 minutes, and again later with 
their union aides. Mr. Fairless said in effect, **We have got 
to take a whole new approach to each other. Something 
Is obviously wrong . . . We have got to learn to get along 
together.'* . . . Mr. Murray replied in like vein saying that 
the union was not interested in simply damning manage¬ 
ment. The two sides then quickly ticked off the terms of 
the agreemenL“ 

John Riffe had found through Moral Re-Armament a 
new way to Uve. He had reunited his home. He had learned 
^the necessity of absolute moral standards. 

John Riffe fought for the destiny of the labor raove- 
uoBt He believed with Frank Buchman, initiator of Moral 
Re-Armament, that **Labor led by God can lead the world.“ 

Shortly before his death in 1958 Riffe said to a United 
States Senator, “Senator, tell Anwrica that when Frank 
Suehman changed John Riffe, he saved this country 
8600,000,000.“ 

NATIONAL AIRLINES STRIKE SETTLED 

la December, 1960. a three-year-oW dispute between 
llatioiial Airlines and the Air line Pilots Association was 


resolved in three hours after the President of the Company 
and the representatives of the pilots union had attended 
the Moral Re-Armament Assembly in Washington, D.C. 

Announcing the settlement. The Miami Herald head¬ 
lined its story: “Moral Re-Armament Ushers in F>a of 
Understanding.** 

The Miami Daily Newt commented editorially: “There 
was none of the familiar emphasis on hard-won bargaining 
victories. The emphasis was on the moral re-armament of 
the participants in the dispute.” 

Presideqt George T. Baker said, “A w'holc new factor 
was brought into the situation through Moral Re- 
Armament. The real trouble has been bitterness and lack 
of trust between us. It took an apology and honesty on 
my part to restore a basis of confidence.** 

Commenting on this settlement, D. W. Rentzel, then 
Chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board, issued the follow¬ 
ing public statement: “The sudden settlement canne as a 
pleasant shock to the aviation industry . . . and the trans¬ 
formation in the attitude of the parties has been little 
short of miraculous. In effecting a settlement of this bitter 
struggle Moral Re-Armament has performed an invaluable 
service for the aviation industry and the country as a 
whole.” 

ANSWERING CLASS W ARE ARE IN BRITISH DOCKS 

In 1949 the Communist-engineered strike throughout 
the docks cost Biitain three-quarters of a billion dollars. 
In the next years, many dockers’ leaders, through meeting 
Moral Re-Armament, found an ideology to answer Com¬ 
munism. As a result, Britain has had no nationwide dock 
itrike since. One of the men, Tom Keep, who was presi¬ 
dent of the National Amalgamated Stevedores and Dockers 
Union, and formerly for 22 years a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party, stated recently, “The dock strike of 1949 cost 
our nation 217 million pounds. I took part in that strike, as 
I did in many others. Had it not been for meeting MRA I 
would have been plotting and planning through strikes to 
bring about the Communist policy of the destruction of 
the economic structure of the Western democracies. 

“Moral Re-Armament is waging the war which is 
bringing to an end the longest and most bitter war in the 
history of mankind—the class war. The end of class war 
means the end of all wars.

“MTien I met Moral Re-Armament, for the first time, I 
found something which could stand up to my Marxism. It 
w as the answer to class war, the broken home and the divi¬ 
sion between my sister, to whom I had not spoken for 16 
years, and m>'aelf. 

“With Moral Re-Armament God had given us the 
opportunity to change the course of the world away from 
the materialism that threatens to drive civilizhtion into the 
«byss of a new dark age. The choice is ours. K is 
Communism or Moral Re-Armament 

In the United States, the union journal. Master, Mate 
and Pilot commented in Its February 1951 issue: 'There 
are still Just grievances to be put right The question is— 
how can the dockers do this without exposing themselves 
to exploitation by militant materialism? And that question 
is being answered right now in the docks of Britain by an 
idea of their own choosing which is winning the hearts and 
minds of the dockers. This Is the idea, or ideology, of 
^ Moral Re-Armament, which punches holes In every form 
of materialism, either right or lefL“ 

GERMANY, ITALY, FRANCE 

Similar evidence comee from other countries of Europe. 
Frits von Velsen, Managing Director of the Nordstern Coal 
Mine, Oeleenkirchen, Germany, says, “The simple facts are 
that in the economic and political breakdown In Germany 
following the War the Communists had made themselves so 
strong that they had an average of 73% ef their men in the 
Workers' Councils of the coal and steel concerns of the 
Ruhr. After that training and change of heart that many 
of us found in Moral Re-Armament this Communist in* 


fluence has gone down to 8 percent and the power ef the 
Party on a mass scale has been broken. In my own mine, 
Nordstern where the men had elected 90% Communist rep¬ 
resentatives, the men and the atmosphere have so changed 
that people con>e from many countries to find the answer 
hars.“ 

The Montecatini Uhemical Company Is one of the 
largest industrial concerns of Italy. Umberto BaldinL 
former Personnel head, reports, “In 1949 we had 31 work 
itoppages. In 1963 we had five. Since I first underwent 
training in Moral Re-Armament the situation has been 
completely overturned through a new attitude on the part 
of management. I.ASt year — 1964 — not one miligram 
of production was lost by strikes.** 

The Secretary Treasurer of the French Textile Workers 
(Force Ouvriere), Maurice Mercier, after securing in 1958 
the best contract with management which his union had 
ever had, said, “Not one cry of hate, not one drop of blood 
shed, not one hour of work lost, this is the greater revolu¬ 
tion to which Moral Re-Armament calls management and 
labor alike.*’ 


CORRUPTION AND COMMUNISM CURED 

In Brazil until 1966 a frequent sight in the Port of Rio 
de Janeiro, strike bound, was a queue of waiting ships 
stretching far into the bay. Yet on June 4, 1967, a member 
of the Brazil Federal Parliament declared, “The Rio dock¬ 
ers have been teaching us Parliamentarians a lesson in 
democracy.** 

The dockers tell their own story. Damasio Cardoso, 
heqd ^ the unofficial portworkers union, packing 4wo guns 
and a ktt&e. had set out to liquidate Nelson Carvalho, leader 
of t^e legal union. The lattbr, however, had recently found 
aAew weapon, the power to change men, through meeting 
Moral Re-Armament. He won Cardoso. The feuding 
workers* leaders settled their differences. 

Five yeara ago the legal union was struggling to exist 
^ with 700 members. Today a united union has over 4,000. 

In the union elections in 1956, 83% of the workers 
yeted instead of the previous 10%. Communist-backed 
candidates were defeated. The leading Rio daily, “Correoda 
Manha,“ carried the captions, “A Step Forward for Trade . 
Unionism ki Brazil.** “Simple, Honest, Clear Victory.” 
“The Workers Benefit, Trade Unionism Benefits.“ 

^To celebrate the victory, the dockers attended, not a 
sd&l party as in earlier years, but a special 7:00 a.m. Mass. 
The church was full 

“There Is no other choice for us In Brazil,^ concluded 
Nelson Carvalho. “Here is a new dimension of living which 
we have experienced. It is Moral Re-Arraaroent or Commu- 
nisn|. We plan to bring the answer we have found to the 
docks of all America and the world.**

“We feel we have a good 
scheme which, with study and 
probably some changea, we 
feel would become a workable 
plan.’* he told the Colonist last 
night. 

POUCING MEMBERS 
Mr. Gillie said the scheme 
is designed to “police our own 
members and guarantee their 
(profesaional) competence.** 

He said the scheme is out¬ 
lined in a special report 
containing recommendations 
which will soon go out to all 
B.C. teachers. 

Response to the proposals 
from teachers will bo con¬ 
sidered by the provincial 
executive before the end of 
this year and. if satlafactory. 
adoption of the plan could be 
considered by federation mem¬ 
bers at the next annual 
meeting. 

80t.VINa PROBLEM 
Its adoption would help 
solve for school boards the 
problem of how to deal with 
teachers who fail to maintain 
their professional competence. 

The recent B.C. School

Victorians who use a do-it- 
yourself diabetes diagnostic 
kit, to be distributed here next 
month by the Canadian Dia¬ 
betes Association, should not 
be too alarmed if they get a 
positive reaction. 

A positive result from the 
test flight indicate diabetes, or 
simply a high amount of sugar 
In the urinary syst«n. 

High sugar content in the 
urine can be the result of dia¬ 
betes but may not be, a Vic¬ 
toria doctor said last night. 

Dr. J. L. Murray Anderson, 
medical director at the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital, said the test 
to be offered by the association 
is a standard one in hospitals. 

It involves exposing a piece 
of specially treated white 
paper to a urine sample, then 
obeerving whether the paper 
turns Mue. 

But a positive resetion from 
the test is justification for 
further medical examination. 
Dr. Anderson added.

After an intermittent but un- 
abatlng 24year battle, the 
United States Senate and the 
House of Representatives have 
passed “George Warren’s Law.** 

MONEYhAVBB 
George Warren’s Law won’t 
breathe warmth into the cold 
war and will create scarcely a 
ripple at the United Natlona, 
but its final paamge by the 
United States government 
marks a new high for the auc- 
ceas of one-man crusades and 
it win mve Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers a good many thousands of 
dollars each year. 

In the annals of UJ3. legia- 
iation George Warren’s ^w 
haa the coldly bureaucntle 
title '’Public Law Number 85- 
262 of the 86th Congreea.** 
TOOK 86 YEARS 
And its preamble says that it 
is to “provide for the free 
unportatkm of tourist litera¬ 
ture.** 

When Mr. Warren mt down 
at hia desk one day In 1935 
and decided he was fed up with 
paying duty on tourist 
literature sent to the U.S. and 
that his fellow tourist com- 
miaskmert south at the border 
were probaMy equally fed up 
paying duty on what they sent 
to Canada, he hardly expected 
it would take a quarter cen¬ 
tury to remedy the altuatkm. 
CANADA ACTBD 
First indications. In fact 
were that It might bo over in 
a matter of mentha. Canada 
paaaad its half of what was 
Intended to be reciprocal legis¬ 
lation that same ycir. 

But the U.S. part of the bar¬ 
gain got snarled up. 

Canada asked lor action and 
got none. 

The Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce asked tor act! 
with the mme rwult. 


The head of the Canadian 
Government Travel Bureau 
did likewise and finally got 
so tired of hearing about it 
from Mr. Warren that he 
begged Idr.

Of Gallery 
Deceptive

Victoria’s Art Gallery seems a quiet, leisurely 
place where nothing ruffles the calm surface, 
behind the dignifi^ exterior, a lot of hard work 
goes on, much of it done by the women’s committee. 

Under the direction of their p wident, Mrs. 
Helen Anderson, members of the ommittee meet 
each month to discuss ways and means of helping 
the gallery. Maid»-of-all-work, the 85 members 
turn their hands to jobs both useful and artistic. 

They “man’* the reception desk, at the entrance 
to the gallery, in two-hour shifts, taking admissions, 
registration for classes and dealing with phone en¬ 
quiries. 

The women’s committee is called into action for 
all social occasions. They organize a reception for 
any vi.siting lecturer and arrange the two big dances 
held in the gallery each year, the ball in June and 
the Christmas hall, this year on December 12. 

Busier thar. ever—and they are always busy«« 
the committee is now preparing for their annual 
bazaar. “Christmas at the Gallery,” to be held 
December 3. 

Mrs. Justine Housser, who runs the Workshop, 
is responsible for producing miracles out of muddle. 
Artistic Chri.stmas decorations, for sale at the 
bazaar, are slowly taking shape from a chaos of 
colored paper, string and balloons. 

Every Tuesday a dozen women submerge them¬ 
selves in this happy jumble for a day, bringing sand- 
wiches, and occasionally their children. They snip 
and paint and paste away, enjoying their efforts to 
help the Galler>' keep its head above the financial 
waves. 

When they are not preparing for Christmas— 
which they do nearly all year round—the Workshop 
“staff” plans decorations for the dances. 

Always ready to try something new, some of 
the women's committee are now preparing to escort 
groups around the Gallery. For this demanding 
task, Mr. Moncrieff Williamson. Canada Council 
repiesentative at the Gallery, is giving a three- 
month c'ourse. 

Once a week he teaches the nine ladies in the 
class about pictorial composition, art history and 
appreciation. He demonstrates how to awaken 
the interest of school children and people with little 
knowledge of art, so they will want to return for 
another visit. 

This course is popular and many women are 
waiting to take it but Mr. Williamaon limits the 
number in his class. 

Another important project of the women’s com¬ 
mittee is the Picture Loan plan. The art gallery has 
130 pictures by Canadian artists, for sale or loan. 
Rental of a picture depends on value. For %l a 
month anyone can borrow a picture valued up to 
$ 100 . 

Like a vase of flowers, a picture can bring a 
. touch of life to a room, even if it is only there to 
cover a bare patch of wall. But it needs careful 
choosing. 

What catches the eye on the wall of a gallery 
may not sooth the nerves when it is seen every day. 
Picture loan is a good way to experiment and to 
discover the type of art that blends with your home. 

An art gallery, essential part of any large com¬ 
munity, can give plea.sure to many and hard work 
to a few. For the Victoria Art Gallery women's 
committee the hard work is a pleasure.

D.,VictorUi)-^Ican undertund how in¬ 
trigued your curiosity when you ran 
across it in Sandy Best's lily caU- 
k>gue. This group of hybrids got their 
name in this way: 

They were bred and developed by 
Mias Isabella Preston, a plant scientist 
at thd Central fbcperimenUl Farm in 
Ottawa who has already ma<k her 
name well known throughout the hor¬ 
ticultural world for her Preston Hy¬ 
brid lilacs. Turning her att,entlon to 
the breeding of new and hardier lilies, 
she spent some years of frustrating 
and disappointing experiments until 
an unexpected break-through gave 
her the hybrids she was seeking. 

In selecting names for new plants, 
a breeder has several choices. He can 
pick one which will give a mental pic¬ 
ture of the new plant, like Gladiolus 
“Snow Princess.” or in the case of a 
new origination protected by U.S. 
plant patent, one which will hAe 
some advertising value, like the rose 
Chrysler Imperial or Peace. Frequ¬ 
ently. a plant is named for some cele¬ 
brity currently in the public eye. like 
the rose Grace Kelly or the gladiolus 
President Eisenhower. 

None of these alternatives ap¬ 


pealed to Miss .Preston, and she de¬ 
cided to name her new lilies for the 
hardrwprking and unknown girls of 
the expeiimenUl station's secretarial 
staff. Hence we have Grace Marshall, 
a crimson lily spotted with brown; 
Brents Watts, a most graceful re¬ 
flexed orange-red flower; Edna Kean, 
with velvety dark red blooms, and 
Lillian Cummings, a bright red Uly ' 
decorated with brownish polka doU. 
These are known collecttvely as the 
stenographer lilies. 

These lilies, honoring the unsung 
{leroines of the typewriter, all do well 
on Vancouver Island as long as their 
planting site is not too heavy or 
waterlogged. In sticky clay soil, a 
good quantity of coarse sand and peat 
moss should be dug in before plant¬ 
ing. Current prices for tha bulbs are 
running around $1.00 each. * 

PATIENC E PIJINT IS. J.. Udy- 
smithl Your Patience Plant Is a- 
good example of the way the names 
of houseplants get kickqd around 
down through the years. Its true 
name is Impatiens. from the Latin 
meaning “Impatient.” so named be¬ 
cause of the touchy way In which It 
hursts its seed po^. Another name 
for this houseplant Is Busy IJzzie. 
from its habit of blooming almost 
continuously. 


I don't think it would be such a 
hot idea to cut your plant back, even 
though it is becoming too large, as 
Lizzie doesn't take'kindly to such 
drastic operations. Instead, feed it 
every second week with a little so¬ 
luble houseplant fertilizer In water, 
half a teaspoonful per pint. Give it 
lots of sun through the winter, mov¬ 
ing it to an east or north window 
for the summer. 

Take a few strong young slips 
next June and root them .in pots of 
dampened sand or vermlcullte to 
stbrt new plants. 

EARTHWORMA IN HOUSE- 
PLANTS (S. C. S.. New Weatmin- 
ster) — The earthworms which enter¬ 
ed the pots of your houseplants while 
they were spending the summer eut- 
doors won't eat the roots, as you fear, 
but their wormcasts will make the^ 
soil rather pasty and Interfere with* ^ 
free drainage. 

The easiest way to evict your un¬ 
welcome tenants is to plunge the pots 
up to their hin\s In a dlshpan of 
water as hot as the hands can bear. 
'This won't hurt the plants, but the 
heat will panic the worms, and toy’ll 
conM wriggling to the surface, where 
you can pick them up and throw them 
out to the birds.

It’s Shocking but It’s True 


If you have harbored the suspicion, 
as I have, that singing commercials 
are getting to be better .songs than 
the hit tunes our illiterate children 
are dancing to, to say nothing of 
being much better lyrics than have 
been written for the pop field in the 
last twenty years, then you are dead 
right. 

I was lying In bed one day listen¬ 
ing to the Kent commercial: 

'The paper is superporous 
Letting the cool air In. 

And heat e.scapes from microporea 
A taste as fresh as ail outdoors.” 

Doesn’t read so fluently but it 
Bings beautifully and I wondered who 
wrote it. WeU. sir, not to keep you 
in suspense, Dick Adlec, who is co¬ 
author of “Pajama Game” and author 
of many a hit tune, wrote the words 
and music which are sung by the 
Hi-Los. a mighty fine group of 
singers.

Adler says: ”I find it financially 
and emotionally advantageous. In 
the pop field. It's difficult to express 
yourself with the kind of music 1 
like and can write. To have a hit 
outside show tunes, you have to 
write rock 'n' roll. I can’t and I 
won’t I'm not ashamed of doing 


this. I really enjoy working for these 
people because I respect and admire 
them and I’ve been given a lot of 
freedom to use the words and 
chords I want.” 

It’s shocking but it's true. There’s 
more talent and even more integrity 
going into singing commercials than 
into pop music which has been 
largely Junk for years. 

Not only are the best songwriters 
and musicians composing and play¬ 
ing singing commercials but the top 
people in the business are singing 
them. 

If you listen to the radio, you 
must have heard the voice of Frank 
Sindtra, Debbie Reynolds, and Rose¬ 
mary Clooney raised on behalf of the 
new Ford. And. of course, if you rw 
side anywhere on the planet, you 
have heard the Maguire Sisters, trill¬ 
ing their attachment to Coca-Cola — 
for which they get paid $250,000 a 
year. 

♦ o -e 

Another voice you have all heard, 
though you probably don’t recognize 
the name, is that of Darlene Zita 
the queen of the jingles. She does 
commercials for dozens of products 
that are on all day and all night to 
the largest audience of any singer. 

You can’t listen to either radio or 


television anywhere for more than 
fifteen minutes without hearing Dar¬ 
lene’s voice, shouting the virtues of a 
soap or a car or a beer or something 
either solo or as part of a singing 
‘group. She has about a dozen voices 
small, loud, soft, hard, anything 
you want, and she clainui she can 
sing an>'thing up to and including 
Tosca. 

‘’I’m frustrated.” she admits. 
“That’s what I am. Nobody on the 
out.side knows me. They hear me but 
they don’t know it’s me. Basically 
commercials are much better than 
they were and certainly at times 
they’re better than the hit records.” 
o e e 

Buddy Weede, who has done com¬ 
mercials for four or five years now, 
has found that ad agencies are get¬ 
ting more progressive in their think¬ 
ing. 

“T believe that most of the com- 
nserciaJs you hear on the disk jockey 
shows are better musically than the 
popular hits the same disk Jockeys 
are playing. In fact, most of them 
are better. The problem with musical 
taste is that It all is In the hands of 
the teenagers and they are not In a 
position to build musical taste. They 
must take what’s given theih. It’s 
discouraging.”

British Columbia 
Teachers’ Federation is 
working out a system by 
which it can ’’guarantee 
competence” of iU own 
members. 

Bernard C. Gillie is principal 
of S. J. Willis Junior High 
School snd chairman of the 
federation committee which 
has been working on the prob¬ 
lem for the past year. 

“We feel we have a good 
scheme which, with study and 
probably some changes, we 
feel would become s workable 
plan," he told the Colonist last 
night. 

Mr. GUlie said the scheme 
is designed to “police our own 
members snd guarantee their 
(professional) competence." 
POUtiNO BIEMBER8 
He said the scheme Is out¬ 
lined in a special report 
containing recommendations 
which will soon go out to all 
B.C. teachers. 

Response to the proposals

it will save Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers a good many thousands of 
dollars each year. 

In the annals of UA legis¬ 
lation George Warren’s Law 
has the coldly bureaucratic i 
title "Public Law Number 86-1 
252 of the 86th Congress." 

TOOK U YEARS 

And its preamble says that It 
is to “provide for the free 
importation of tourist litera¬ 
ture.*^ 

When Mr. Warren sat down 
at his desk one day in 1935 
and decided he was fed up with 
paying duty on tourist 
literature sent to the U.S. and 
that hia fellow tourist com- 
miaaloners south of the border 
were probably equally fed up 
paying duty on what they sent 
to Canada, he hanfly expected 
it wouM take a quarter cen¬ 
tury to remedy the situation. 
CANADA ACTBD 

First indkatkma. in fact, 
were that it might be over in 
a matter of months. Canada 
passed its half of what was 
iiitefkSed to he reciprooal legto 
iation that same year. 

But the UA part of the bar¬ 
gain goi anaiied up. 


Canada asked for action and 
got none. 

The Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce asked for action 
with the same result. 

The head of the Canadian 
Gtovernroent ’Travel Bureau 
did likewise and finally got 
ao tired of hearing about It 
from Mr. Warren that he 
begged Mr. Warren to drop 
the whole thing. 

WOULDN'T GIVE UP 

But Victoria's tourist chief 
doesn’t give up easily. 

Stepping In where govern¬ 
ments had been rebuffed, he 
took the whole thing to the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce 
and asked for action. 

He got action from hia 
Seattle friends but none from 
Washington. 

But he kept needling the 
Sesttle people over the years 
and they kept needling Capitol 
HiU.

Sole holdout—"It’s for the 
little tykera’’—was Chief Gil¬ 
bert Stancombe of Esquimalt, 
who nevertheless agreed that 
abolition could stop vandalism. 

But there was 100 per cent 
agreement among the leading 
law-enforcerp on the subject of 
vandalism: 

"Get out of line and you’ll 
get stamped on," they said in 
effect.

The physical conditions under which the Yalta 
Conference was held helped still leaA The Ameri¬ 
can and British delegations were a tedious journey 
apart with the Soviet heodquerters bc tw wn them.

Oth;‘rwi«, 
they should be soaked over¬ 
night with a solution of water 
and a generous addition of 
household bleach, rin-sed sev¬ 
eral times, and suspended with 
the open bung-holes over burn¬ 
ing sulphur. 

Never, never, never n«e • 
barrel which has (*ontalned 
pU-kles or any vinegar. 

Other equipment which, 
touches the mach or the Juice 
should he of flexible plastic, 
cleaned frequently with w'ater 
and bleach. 

Each barrel should be filled 
to the bung-hole. When fer¬ 
mentation starts, foam (first 
brown and then white) will 
bubble oat generously. 'Vhen

Windfall fruit, so long as it’s 
not dried ’ out, rotten, or 
mouldy, is quite good enough 
for cider.

Save the pretty, 
perfect apples for the teacher. 
Apples may be washed but 
must not be scrubbed; the 
yeast is on the skin. 


mentation subsides, syphon oft 
enough cider to allow spacw 
^for the addition of'the sugar. 

Knowing tlie number of gal¬ 
lons to your barrel, you meas¬ 
ure out one pound of sugar 
for each gallon. You then 
make this into a heavy syrup 
as for canning (two cups of 
sugar to one cup of water) 
cool it until you can put your 
finger into it comfortably. 
When this has been stirred 
Into the fresh juice, the bung 
which be»'n prepared, by hAv- 
ing a hole bored into it, and 
a tube Inserted, is hamnwred 
tightly into the barrel. Jt is 
a good idea to wax around it. 
The free end of the tube is 
put into a bottle of water 
which must be kepi full for 
the entire brewing time. 

A fairly warm place (not 
much over 70 degrees) will 
speed fermentation. Naturally 
after all the u'ork you’x’e done, 
you’ll be watching eagerly for 
action. For several weeks, 
you’ll probably notice plenty, 
as bubbles rise constantly in 
the bottle of W’ater. 

When bubbling stopN, put 
the end of the tube to your 
ear. If all's quiet, with no flxs- 
Ing sounds, siphon off the elder 
carefully Into clean containers. 

Naturally, siphoning in* 
voh'es tasting, and you’ll hava 
an idea when you've fini.shed 
whether you like the brew or 
not. If you find it too dry 
(sour, you may say), add 
sugar .syrup in the proportion 
of half a pbund of sugar to 
the gallon, return^he cider to 
the ^rrel. ff»er cleaning out 
the muddy dregs. Ferment 
In a slightly cooler place. If 
the cider tastes too sweet. 
lhay need to ferment a little 
faster and should be moved 
to a warmer spot when it Ur 
returned to the cleaned bairel. 

But if your reaction to the 
taste of your cider is an 
ecstatic "Ah!” or words to that 
effect, bo'tle it and store in a 
cool place. 

For the final gourmet touch, 
add a teaspoon o(. sugar to 
each 40 ounces, leave it for a 
month or s^ and test gingerly 
for that satisfying fizz sound

Turkey Shoot Sunday Morning—All Wel¬ 
come.** the poster on a Courtenay store window 
said, and Immediately etty slickers, wife Toni 
and t bedevilled by a wayward iraaglnatlen, saw 
clouds of Wg black feathered birds rising from 
behind bushes and hedgerow alike to be promptly 
di<« . iched to the turkey Happy Hunting Ground 
wl.h a sharp crack-crack of .22 rifles In the hands 
oT p aid-Jacketed men armed with wary looks and 
Thansksflvlnf appetites. 

•‘What fun!” exclaimed Tont Tve never 
■hot a turkey before.- # 

So we went, driving seven miles north of 
Courtenay to Mervllle, turning right at a gas 
station and along narrow Coleman Road to the 

Davis Farm. _^ 

Two aman boys rapturously waving red flags 
led us over a bumpy field and positioned us at 
the end of a long line of farm tnicka, family cars 
and other forms of wheeled transport. The sun 
ipde high in a cloud-mottled sky and blue moun¬ 
tains provided an awesome backdrop.

“No, ma’am. The turkeys are over there, 
and he pointed to a grey wooden cage nearby 


where about a doaen of the birds gobbled away 
while negotiatlonB eontinued oa the range for 
their final and fatal ownership- 

“You win a turkey If you get the highest 
score in a shoot And there are several shoots,- 
the man said. Too might win one •£ them. 
It’s 75 cents a shot. Come and try." 

So try we did. and hanged away $130. lying 
on a mat and resting a borrowed 22 rifle on a 
aand-bags. One hundred yards away three youths 
stood a respectful distanoe from the target as 
I summoned my army traiiilng. sighted, squeezed 
and followed through.

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The Little Bat is Much Maligned, Says Freda Davies 


1 DECIDED to hone down the 
^ windows recently, I had a sudden 
reniinder that Halloween was almost 
here. As I swung the spray ap onto the 
panes, there was a flmry of blach. 

On the wall beside the shatter ap¬ 
peared a tiny bat, evidently disturbed 
from his sleep by the swish of wwler 
aeross hb shelter. 

Bats for many years have been associated 
with the weird and horrifying creatures which 
are supposed to haunt the earth on Halloween 
but as I studied that little animal clinging to the 
white stucco wall dose beside the blue shutter. 
It was difficult to fit him any'whire into the 
spooky atmosphere of Halloween. 

About tw'o Inches long, he was hanging In an 
upright position instead of upside down as bats 
usually do. His body was covered with soft, jet- 
black fur. spotlessly clean, and sharp little ears 
stood up from the small round head. The wings 
were folded tightly but the legs and feet were 
plainly visible spread uut on the w^ll. AlnrMwt 
fneredibiy frail in appearance, they looked like 
little black twigs tipped with tiny snippets of 
line black thread. 

Certainly, there was nothing terrifying or 
repugnant about that member of the bat family. 
When I moved away a short distance, he scurried 
buck behind the shutter and settled down again 
to await the dusk and a busy evening’s foraging 
for nlght flvlng insects anrtong the trees which 
border our home. 

But all bats, of course, are not Inoffensive- 
looking little creatures like that one. Some do 
have faces which resemble sonterhing out of a 
nightmare-the speai nosed bat. for Instance, with 
Its upstanding nose appendage shaped like a 
spear, large feathery ears and sharp, white teeth. 
The big fruit bats of the Old World, too, with their 
flvefoot wing spreads and fox like faces with 
gleaming eyes provide an eerie spectacle as they 
fly through the dusk or hang motionless upside- 
down from the branches of trees. 

NONE OF THESE pose a serious threat to 
man, however. Bats probably got mixed up with 
the spooky company of Halloween because the 
evening of Oct. 31. although it is actually *’A11 
Hollaw’s Even.” the eve of a Christian festival. 
All Hallows or All Saints Day, is still associated 
with many pre-Christian beliels. 

One of UMwe belies was tbat at night 
the MuuU of the dead left their reNting 
places and wandered abroad In the shape 
of variottM creatures, tiome of these souls 
were evil, **vampires” which fed an the 
blood of sleeping peraans. 

When voyagers to the Americas found there 
were real. live, blood-drinking bats in those reg¬ 
ions, they returned home with wildly exaggerated 
tales of terrible creatures swooping down on help¬ 
less sleeping victims. Vampires came to be 
vizulabred as great bats and eventually bats were 
added to the ghosts and hobgoblins who are sup¬ 
posed to be out in force on All Hallow's Eve. 

Actually, the bats orginally named “Vampire** 
turned out to be nothing of the kind, their food 
consisting of fruits, inaecU and In some cases 
ttnall mammals, birds or reptiles. 

There are only three genera of true blood¬ 
drinking bats. All are small and found only in 
tropical America. Animals, birds and occasion¬ 
ally sleeping human beings are approached in' 
search oi blood donations but so gently is the 
meal obtained that many times the donor is un¬ 
aware of it. The bat scoops out a little hollow 
and then liclcs the blood as it oozes. If undis¬ 
turbed the small visitor is said to seal the wound 
with a liril* saliva and the only trace of Its call 
next morning is this alight scar. 

Animals and birds do suffer debility 
If repeatedly attacked and, of course, 
theie Ir. an w ith any bite, some danger of 
InfectkMi. 

Another thing which may have contributed 
to a prejudice against bats is the fact that artists 
of medieval Europe usually depicted devils as 
having leather wings, whereas angels were shown 
with feathered pinions. 

That probably explains why a saOor with 
Cook’s first expedition to Australia rushed back 
In horror after seeing one of the big fruit bats, 
shouting that he had seen a “real live devil!” 

The bat’s reputation Is not uniformly bad, 
hosrever. Some of our owiLpeople. the KwakluU 
Indians, regard them with friendly tolerance, be- 
Ueving them to be the friends of the ghosU agd 
therefore not to be harmedL 
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TMs MHIe feOow Is haiUtkig upside down, 
resMiV fram Ms uight-llBse labww. 

IN SOMB PABTS of the Far East the bat is 
accepted casually as one of the many familiar 
types of fauna and la even a normal food item 
in certain communities. In other areas. It is held 
in high esteem. In the Chinese language its 
name, ”fu,” ia also the name of the Chinese char¬ 
acter signifying “happiness” and for centuries 
bat figures have been used as symbols for that 
which is desirable. A favorite talisman depicU 
five bau. ”wu fu.” representi^ health, wealth, 
long life, good luck and tranquility. 

Among many Budcttiists the bat has a sacred 
algniflcance and there ia a pleasing Mahommadan 
legend which tells of a amall bat which would By 
out of Its moantmin retreat at sunset to Inform 
Christ of the setting of the sun behind the moun¬ 
tain during the Feaat of Ramadan when no food 
may be taken between sunrise arul sun.set.

Interest araa aroused alsa by the discovary 
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that centuries before man invented radar, the bat 
was flying skilfully in darkness and locating his 
prey on the wing by an amazingly effective* echo- 
location apparatus, echoes from the bat’s super¬ 
sonic squeaks being picked up and dbrted out W'ith 
split-second timing. These squeaks increase in 
frequency as the bat nears an object and then 
decrease as It is pass<>s. 

Imagine, then, hundreds of bats darting 
around in the darkness like s horde of cars charg¬ 
ing at speed through a roundabout in a pea-soup 
fog. 

Bat A ia heading straight for a tree. Bat B 
is zooming in from the right on the trail of a 
flying beetle. Ihit C is pulling out of a power 
dive on the left and up above Bat D is cidhsinm 
at top speed, all signalling furiously. How doea 
each figure out which way to dodge and when? 

Somehow they do. This mammal, without 
the aid of instruments, identifies the echoes o( 
his own squeaks, judges distance, speed, direc¬ 
tion of other moving or stationary objects, catches 
his food and usually avoids collision. 

Small wonder that despite all the inventiona 
of modern aviation the bat is still conceded to b« 
the w'orld’s No. 1 night Bier. * ^ 

BATS ARE DDTTCIXT to Identify, par¬ 
ticularly in British .Columbia where a number of 
confusing species occur. Zoologists don’t help 
matters either. Just as they include In “black 
bears” bears colored blond, cinnamon, golden, 
brown, so do they class as “little brown bats’* 
bats ranging through a wide variety of coloiH, 
from whitish to dark brown. . , 

Moreover, -bats like many other creatures, 
produce exceptions to the rules, melanistic speci¬ 
mens showing an unuatural blackness. 

The small jet-black bat sleeping behind our 
shutter must surely have been one of these excep¬ 
tions because the only black species recorded for 
Canada if the silver-haiied bat which should have 
■ilver-tipped hairs on its back. 

The most widely dispersed of all mammals, 
bats ale found in practicaUy all parts of the world 
and on oceanic islands where no other native 
mammals exist. 

One turned up recently In the covered prom¬ 
enade of the Empress of Canada as she plyed 
her way across the Atlantic Ocean. 

There were immediate calls for stewards and 
iH'ooms to batter It into oMivion And the hunt was 
in full swing when an indignant shout halted It 
abruptly. , 

Onto the scene strode a new figure on 
the naturnlkst front, a hnf-watrher. In the 
spnee of about two minutes, brooms were 
dow'ned, scarves and enpo were being re¬ 
quisitioned and advice proffered from all 
sides. 

Soon the little bat crouched shivering in a 
cap, held down with a silken scarf.

Last year 1 made small 
cup cakes, ked then in orange and added choco¬ 
late faces. I used paper liners In the muffin 
tins wiikh made them tidier to handle. Unsugsred 
doughnuts (to spare the mg) are 'good. Colored 
cellophane makes bright covering tor sticky things 
like candied apples or popcorn balls. Foil is also 
good for wrapping, ^me householders choose 
to give each child who knocks a shiny nkkel 
instead of food or candy.

But pumpkin history goes back farther than that 
... for centuries the Chinese held the pumpkin 
as the symbol of fertility, health and prosperity. 
In Chins It Is still called the emperor of the gar¬ 
den In ancient days the French honored the 
pumpkin annually by a market feast in Parla 
Here the largest pumpkin grown In all France 
wa.s crowned writh s tinsel crown and then cut up 
and the pieces suctioned off. When early French 
and EngUsh explorers came to the New World 
they found pumpkins growing in the Indian corn 
fields. They grew plentifully and the new set¬ 
tlers found it palatable. They found many ways 
to use it . . . stewed into sauce and. roasted as a 
vegetable. When sugar and spice were avaiiablt 
they began to make it into pies. 

OVER THE YEAR8 pumpkin pie has be¬ 
come a great favorite with mast of us. Today 
there are many versions and ail of them good. 
A wonderful cook by the name of Leah gave me 
the following recipe for a Chiffon Pumpkin pie. 
It is one of the most decllious I have ever eaten 
and I make it often. It makes a large, deep, nine- 
inch pie. 

l^eah's Chiffon Pumpkin Pie . . . Beat three 
egg yolks and half a cup ^f white sugar till very 
cieamy. Add one and a quarter cups cooked pump¬ 
kin. one-half cup top milk or undilute<l evaporate 
milk, one-half teaspoon each of salt, cinnamon, 
ginger and nutmeg. If you have the ready mixed 
pumpkin spice (Spice Island) u.se two teaspoons. 
Cook this in the top of a double boiler until thick. 
Soften one teaspoon plain gelatine in a quarter 
cup of cold water. Add to hot mixtuie. Now 
beat the three egg whites until stiff and gradually 
add one-half cup white sul^ar. Beat this until It 
stands in high glossy peaks. Fold into the pump¬ 
kin mixture and pour into a nine-inch oaked pie 
shell. Sprinkle with half a cup of chopped walp 
nuts and chill. If you are not concerned with 
calorkw, a fluff of whipped cream on each serving 
adds the last luscious touch. 

Giandmother used to make a custard version 
of pumpkin pie. She used straight-from-the-cow 
milk instead of the evaporated milk our next 
recipe calls for, but that and the orange Juice ara 
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about the only difference. This pie is deep gold In 
color, smooth of texture and an excellent flavor. 
Here is the recipe . . . Mix all together one 
and a quarter cup cooked pumpkin, three quarter! 
cup firmly padeed brown sugar, two well beaten 
eggs, one cup undiluted evaporated milk, one-third 
cup orange juice, one-quarter cup water. onc-halX 
tea.<*poon salt and spices to taste. Blend well, then 
pour into an unbaked eight or nine-inch pie sheU. 
Put in a preheated 45-degree oven for 10 minute^ 
then reduce the heat to 325 degrees and continu! 
to bake for 45 to 50 minutes or until a knife in¬ 
serted in the centre comes out clean. This custard- 
type pie requires slow baking. Garnish with cu^ 
out pastry pumpkins or make little cream cheese 
pumpkins. » 

If you use the 2QK>unce tinned pumpkin yon 
will have some left over. I like to use this to make 
an applesauce cake ... I mean that I use an 
applesauce cake'recipe but substitute pumpkin 
for the applesauce. It makes a very moist cake 
with an intriguing flavor.

and her 17 year-oM daughter. Rose, who had lud-' 
drnly made their appearance. 

When they were able to give a rational at- 
aount of what had happened the spinster settlers 
were shocked to learn that Ji.m Coward had appar¬ 
ently Just been murdered in his sleep. Mrs. Coward. 
In her fear stricken account, repeatedly mentioned^ 
•omething about some Indian with a grudge. The 
Coward women, too nervous to return to their 
rabln, spent the lif^t with Miss \Vhitehouse and 
her companion and in the morning the four 
women mustered their courage to go over the 
bush trail to the Coward cabin.

In due course Dunwoody swung off the train

There was apparently no ill-will or ill- 
feeling In the family and on the night of Coward’s 
death, when he left Rmt his outdoor bunk, his wife 
and atep-daughter made ready lor bed in the 
cabin. They were in their bunks, the light out, 
said Mrs. Coward, when she heard a ludden shout 
and a shot.

Mrs. Coward again 
voiced the opinion that the killing was the work 
of a Vanderhoof Indian with whom Coward had 
an argument about the price of tiansporting a 
trunk from the railroad station to the cabin. 


NEXT. DtNWOODY and the doctor turned 
their attention to the dead man, and here they 
found themselves a Httle mystified. Coward lay 
on his back, his bedclothes practically undisturbed 
with an old piece of tarpaulin over the blankets 
as a protection from early dew or frost. The 
mosquito netting whkh usually covered his face 
had been pulled aside. He had been shot, alright, 
but In a strange way; the bullet had entered one 
nostril, and so doae was the muzzle that his 
moustache and eyebrows were singed.

Dr. Stone was of the opinion that death had 
been instantaneous.

Dunwoody washed the slightly deformed 
slug and then, as he contemplatively handled It, 
came to an interesting conclusion. By Its weight 
U was more like • M bullet than a JS2. 


AFTER COWARD’S REMAINS were pre¬ 
pared lor the widow's final instructions. Dun¬ 
woody made his way to the cabin of the spinster 
pre-emptors. Misses Mclnnes and Whitehorse, and 
it was there, over a coup ©1 tea, that suspicion 
began to stir. The women settlers, reciting the 
evenU of the tragic evening, said that Mrs. Coward 
had told them that she was about to go to bed 
when she heard the shot. She had told Dunwoody 
she was in bed. A small matter. But still...? 

Back In Vanderhoof, and before the Inquest 
was held Dunwoody searched out the Indian sus¬ 
pect named by Mrs. Coward. 

It was quite evident he had had nothing to 
do with the death of Coward; he’d been In the 
company of white men in Vanderhoof continuously 
from dusk to midnight. 

Came then the inquest, where the Jury re¬ 
turned an open verdict; Jim Coward had been 
murdered by a person or persons unknown. 

One thing didn't esenpe the vlgilanl 
Dunwoody's notice; when .Mrs. Cownrd 
gave her evidence, this time she elaborated 
n little. She said she was In her night 
drean, kneeling hy her bunk saying her 
prayers w hen she heard the shot. It waa 
n touch of color that made Dunwoody's 
train of Hionght gather speed. 

Dunwoody had given It in his evidence st the 
Inquest that the bullet that killed Coward was 
fired fromr a A8 calibre revolver. He was sura of 
this, because be had borrowed a pair of gold acalaa 
from the local Hudson’s Bay Co. manager and 
made a comparison of the fatal buUet with half 
a dozen buUeta pulled from new .38 shells. Al¬ 
though the fatal bullet was slightly deformed It 
hadn’t losi weight, and It was the same weight 
as the samples. 

"So there must be s gun . . . somewhere,** 
mused Dunwoody. And to find it he went back 
the next day to the Coward cabin with Const 
Rayner and Dave Hoy. 

They made a careful and thorough search of 
the cabin’s interior but failed to turn up any trace 
of the murder weapon.

When she heard hei doom in the Clinton 
courtroom that afternoon, Mrs. Coward chalked 
up the dubious honor of being tJie first woman in 
British Columbia to be aeiicenced to death. The 
ca^ against Rose Diell was dropped. 

Slated to die alongside Chubby Clinger at the 
Kamloops jail on Dec. 23. 1915, it was q bare 48 
hours before her appearance on the gauows that 
Mrs. Coward waa notified that her senterne had 
been commuted to life imprisonment 

Thus Albert Lester Clinger, otherwise known 
as "Chubby." went to tlie gallows alone.

Anyone at all can wrap 
grass or dust in paper, place it 
under her pillow and dream of 
the future. 

Anyone at all can sit on a 
three-legged stool where three 
roads meet (Quadra. Douglad 
and the Pat Bay Highway, for 
instance) at midnight of Oct. 
31 and hear the names of all 
who are going to die within 
the next 12 months. 

Anyone, and especially a 
Scotsman, can as.sess his whole 
future, when blindfold, by'pull- 
Ing a stalk of colewort in the 
kailyard and examining it. 
Sassenachs would describe this 
as pulling a cabbage in the 
garden but the effect is the 
same. The size, length and 
thickness of the stalk corre¬ 
spond to the nature of your 
future; the taste of the pith 
indicates Its temper, bitter or 
sweet. The amount of earth 
sticking to the root is indica¬ 
tion of your fortune. 

And do not all children bom 
on Halloween have the faculty 
of seeing and conversing with 
supernatural beings? Very 
likely. t 

The most profound \nd ex¬ 
haustive researches have only 
turned up one ease of divina¬ 
tion on Halloween which even 
begins to have substantiation. 
And the facts of this lone in¬ 
stance occuring on the night 
of Oct. 31. therefore, may rep¬ 
resent a pure coincidence. The 
8tor>' could apply to any right 
In the year. 

Nevertheless, all the fore¬ 
going JoUy, little customs and 
superstitions, along with a 
myriad of others, lived a long 
time and secured a wide hold 
on public credulity. They are 
an odd mixture of sheer fancy, 
religious belief and folklore. 

Modern Halloween customs 
arise from two separate and 
distinct sources although it Is 
worth emphasizing that 
human vandalism is absolutely 
without any foundation his¬ 
torically or any other way. It 
ifl, as a matter of sober fact, 
the direct opposite to the con¬ 
ception of Halloween even in

the Druids’ time. Halloween 
was a time for doing ever>- 
thing possible to prevent 
vandalism perpetrated pre¬ 
sumably by witches and gob¬ 
lins so that the whole proposi¬ 
tion is negated when human 
beings become vandals and do 
the Job for them. Significantly, 
also, the hooligan Hallow’een 
is a purely North American 
innovation. 

The children’s "trick or 
treat’’ program dates to the 
17th centur>' in Ireland. Duck¬ 
ing for apples also goes back 
a long way. though our not- 
too-distant ancestors enjoyed 
s peculiar refinement to it. 

An apple and a Hghted 
candle were attached to op¬ 
posite ends of a bar which 
could be revolved. The obieri 
of the participant! In this 



pastime was to match the 
•apple in the mouth while it 
was spinning around. Of 
course, there w'as always the 
risk of grabing the candle. 
This, observes a chronicler, 
occasioned "abundance of 
laughter." It would seem 
that swallowing a lighted 
candle was, to our fore¬ 
fathers. almost without equal 
as good, wholesome fun. 

Timid souls who wished 
neither to get drenched duck¬ 
ing or singed grabbing w'ould 
attempt to spear apples float¬ 
ing in a barrel by dropping a 
fork among them. 

But the prevalent appear¬ 
ance of fruit in these goings- 
on derives directly ffom tha 
fact that the Roman godde.ss 
of the orchards, Pomona, had 
her big day on or about Oct. 31. 

"Pomona loves the orchard" 
goes Macaulay’s brave Lay of 
Ancient Rome, and a harvest 
festival was held in her honor 
in her grove near Ostia at the 
mouth of Father Tiber. 

Yet, at much the same time, 
the Celts and the Druids were 
also contributing much to Hal¬ 
loween. To them It was the 
day of Saman. lord of r' 
and, equally. New Yaar’f Eve. 


It was a time when witches, 
faries and hobgoblinf: were 
particularly active. In Ire land 
they came forth In large Tium- 
bers from the Cave of Ciua- 
chan in Connaught. They weie 
always accompanied by a flock 
of weird, copper-colored biida 
and the whole collection went 
to work killing cattle, stealing 
mill:, abducting brides and sub- 
stittuing changelings for 
babies. 

How - If at all - the bi idea 
werg recovered by authoiities 
fail to relate but a changeling 
was detectable by boiling egg 
shetls in its presence. If thls^ 
were done the changeling 
would give himself away im¬ 
mediately by confessing that, 
in all his centuries of life, ha 
had never seen the like. This 
proved beyond doubt that ha 
was a demon. 

Old Nkk himself put on a 
party on Halloween. All the 
witches arrived on hroomsticka 
accompanied by black cats, 
some of whom obligingly 
changed into horses for tha 
occasion and.all of whom were 
reputedly the Incarnation of 
earthly sinners. Old Nick ar¬ 
rived on a goat and enter¬ 
tained his guests with soma 
selections on the bagpipes. 
Everyane drank fiom the 
skulls of horses and they 
danced wildly all night to tha 
devil’s skirling. 

But they always danced 
widdershins. from left to right, 
or from west to east, and It 
was only peat torches swung 
the same way. widdershins, 
that would scarce them off. 

And yea. in spite of all this, 
for a long. lonMIinne Oct. 31 
was known In nie north of 
England as "Nutcracker 
Night," a memento of the 
gentle Pomona rather than tha 
piping devil. 

A police chief of these parts 
has advocated that Halloween 
be abolished because It la 
used as "an excuse for vandal¬ 
ism." This, surely. Is not too 
thoughtful a remark? How da 
we abolish something that waa 
never ordained? How do wa 
withdraw official recognition 
from something that haa 
never enjoyed It? 

If we are going to abolish 
Halloween because of vandal¬ 
ism undoubtedly we should 
also knock out New Year's 
Eve and Christmas because of 
rms unhappy incidents of o\er- 
wHluIgence in the cup that 
cheers at those times. 

ft would be much better to 
abolish vandalism because of 
Halloween by making It quite 
clear that conviction would ha 
followed by stfffer penalty to 
demonstrate that Halloween 
was not "an excuse for vandal- 
Lsm."

WE ARE NOT ALONE

THE COYOTE**, J. Frmnk Dobie, th« 
Texmn writer mmd oatdoonmma, states 
his hrIM that every aoimal, includlag 
oiaa, appears le have the eiaotioaal 
poteatlalitles ef every other aaim al. 

Like aaaa, ether aaimals have the 
■eed and ca pa cit y for affection and 
friendship. As naa Invokes a higher 
power, aaimals In their extremities may 
4am to himself for protection — though 
at other times, as he approaches with 
rifle, trap and snare, they recognise 
him for the implacable enemy he is. 

I have in mind a cold afternoon In early Novem¬ 
ber a tew years ago. I was standing wfUi a small 
gitHip of railroaders outside the roundhouse at 
Jaiper. Alberta, t-adquarters of Jasper Park, the 
Dominion game j-.eaerve. A light scuff of snow 
was on the ground. Far up the Athabaaka Valley 
the peaks of Edith CaveU, Hardisty, Kerkeslin 
and others lifted frosty lummfU against the 
green-blue sky. From behind me came the ring 
of steel on steel, the hiss at steam and the ponder¬ 
ous breathing of locomotives. Then from the 
Mlette Valley which, a nille away, emptied into 
the Athabaaka. came another sound: the yelping 
and yapping of coyotes. The sound came closer, 
faded, approached once more. Clearly they were 
running a deer. 

.Soon we saw their quarry—a heavUy-antlered 
mule deer. We aaw him bounding through the 
unJeafed poplars, over the ridges and down into 
the bottoms out of sight Our surprise was real 
when he headed straight lor us — towards the 
gushing steam and raetaUc concert of the round¬ 
house. His flanks were heaving and flecked with 
fuaip- His longue lolled from his open mouth. 
He stopped not more than 50 feet away, spraddled 
his forelegs and stood panting, regait!^ us with 
great, luminous, brown eyes. The I'cyotcs had 
ceased their yippii«. They would not come so 
ciooo. and waited akuUdng in the brush, half a 
mile or so away. 

The buck was stiO there In the morning, 
browsing off pbplar and willow. By afternoon, he 
felt safe enough to leave. His fear of the known 
behind him had saved him because it had over- 
cumc his natural apprehension of the unknown 
menace of the roundhouse with men before its 
open door. 

TNIt< INBTANCE of a deer fleeing to man for 
protection la not at all unusuaL There are doubt- 
levs hundreds of outdoorsmen who could back It up 
irtth experiences of their own. Ernest Thomp¬ 
son .Seton In his **Aalmnls of NorMi Anwriea’* has 
cited several instances of antelope on the plains 
seeking refuge among the horses of a pack train 
when pursued by wolves, and once ef a young 
buck which was being chased by an older and 
itronger rivaL 

Colonel Harry 5Uiyder of Sundre. Alberta, has 
related that every Nov. 1. •vhen the season opens 
Ml them, a herd of about X elk comes to his ranch 
ind beds down near the house for 30 da 3 rs. The 
Hk know' they are in protected territory. 

In thie early sununer df 1947 on the Athabaaka 
^nch near Entrance. Alberta, some 300 miles 
lorth of Colonel Harry Snyder’s spread at Sundre, 

I range mare named Schoolgirl and her six week- 
)ld fUly. Skipper, had gone one early naorning 
aitli the herd of other mares and their young to 
{ra/e on the flats by the river below tKe ranch. 

A grizzly jumped the young flUy and before the 
nare could beat her off, tore a huge chunk of 
'lesh from the young one’s withers. The mare— 

IS was showm later by an examination of the 
{round— struck at the bear with her forefeet, and 
n the struggle which fpllowed her throat wraa 
Mdly gashed. Eventually she drove aWay the 
{ri/JEled marauder. 

By this time the other mares and their young 
nad scattered intp the nearby forest and meadows. 
Schoolgirl, however, had other plana. She nuzzled 
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tlriisHfis on the march. 


the stricken filly to her feet and led her up the 
trail and home to the stable. There Rufe Neighbor, 
the ranch foreman, dre^cl their woui^. Skipper 
was ao badly mauled that she could never wqar a 
■addle. 

T ^ye , Schoolgirl was a domesticated animaL 
Nevn^eless. at the time of the assault b}' the 
bear, she was loose on the range and until she 
led her injured filly there, she had not been near 
house qor barn for many days. The other mares, 
unhurt raced awray througlv the Umber. School- 
I girl knew she needed help. She knew, too. where 
\ CO find H. 

IN HER BOOK *^mi Outpost** LUa Lofberg 
relates that during the winter of 1932-33 in their 
cabin on Lake Florence in the California Sierra, 

^ she and her husband befriended two coyotes. 
Jerry and Tommy. It was a severe winter and 
Jerry approached the cabin in a famished condi- 
Uoo. They fed her. In four days she came back 
with her male. Tommy. Each learned to come to 
its name like a dog. 

In the spring the co 3 rotes moved away, but in 
June Jerry returned. Her forefoot had been 
broken and mangled before she pulled free— 
from a trap untended by the man who had set It. 
For three weeks Jerry lay on a shelf in one of the 
outbuildings, the door of which was left open. She 
accepted the food that was brought her and the 
care for her injured paw. Then one morning she 
was gone. The Lofbergs did not see her again. 

Old MacNansara. a trapper who lived across 
Tellowhead Lake from Luceine^ British Columbia, 
which was my home for a while, told me that one 
June he shot a black ahe-bear on the slopes of 
the Seven Sisters above the lake. Her two cubs, 
yearlings, born la her winter den the year before, 
look shelter up a apruce tree. 

After a few nUnnles they enme down. 

They smsR Ihslr mother's body and 

whimpered. One of them came up to old 

MmNanmrn, pnt his paws an iho oM tra^ 


per’s knee and looked up Info his face. 
MacNamara, a pretty hard-bitten ens- 
tomer, sold that at that moment be bhn- 
artf wna close to tears and on the point of 
giving npdiunting forever. 

He skinned the ahe-bear. 

When he packed the gioasy coat down to his 
cabin, the cubs followed and cried outside tha 
door. Despite The lorn of thHr mother, they were 
now of an age to fend for themselves, and tha 
next morning they were gone. 

Nor is the relationship entirely one-sided. 
Animals, who on occasion seem to seek man’s 
protectioB or friendship, have been known, in 
their turn, to befriend him. Every schoolboy 
learns the story of Romulus and Remus, the two 
brothers who were suckled by a she wolf and later 
founded Rome. The legend probably had some 
basis in fact, however alight The experienre of 
finding two youngsters In primitive times in a 
w^lTs den—the suckling part would come later, 
f6r legends grow or they perish—was hardlv more 
unlikely than that which befell hunters for a lost 
five yearold youngster in southern Saskatchewan 
some yean ago. 

The story was carried by the Canadian Press. 
The boy had been lost for four days. He was 
e\'entual]y found in a badger's den. A badger, 
though muettimaUer than a wolf. Is a member of 
the weasel family and a formidable brute. The 
badger was not on hand when the searchera 
reached the hole in the skle-hllJ that was his den, 
but the fresh sign and the boy’s account made It 
plain that he had been there recently. 

AGAIN, my friend Ed McDonald, a former 
ranger in Jasper Park, in the sununer of 1938 was 
i^g up the Rocky River leading two paric ponien. 
His horses shied suddenly. McDonald was nn- 
Mted. his foot hung up In the stirrup. Before he 
fr^hln^ the hone had kicked him. shattertng 
tils peivta. 

The horses fled up the trail. Mac aH out to 
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crawl to Ms cabin nearly a mile distant. It took 
him hours. During his crawl he discovered why 
bis horse had shied. A grizzly had been lying in 
the bush. Mac now saw the long-clawed forepaw 
and hind plantigrade tracks in the mud of the 
IraiL More — he heard the grizzly moving and . 
breathing beside him in the timber. The bear 
stayed close by until Mac reached the cabin, 

no attempt to attack, though in the circura- 
gUmces. no man could be more helpless than 
McDonald. It was almost as if the grizzly had 
hung around to aee him safely home. 

In the cabin. McDonald piled grub-boxes be¬ 
neath the teleplwne. climbed up on them and 
called into town for help. He was carried out two 
days later on a stretcher shing bet w ee n his two 
pack ponies. 

Krnest 'Thompson Seton mentions an English¬ 
man who was crossing the plains alone in the 
last century. For days he was followed by a wolf. 
Hs tossed him scraps. Though he would not come 
Into camp, the wolf behaved much as a dog would, 
following behind during the day. staying Just 
beyond the circle of firelight at night 

BLACKWOOD was the dark-eyed 
•chool teacher at Lucerne on Yellowhead Lake, 
mentioned earlier In this narrative, in the early 
*twcnties. The walk from her rooming-house to 
the sUtlon. whei% she got her mail, was alo^ 
the lakcshore and then for a distance along the 
railroad track, away from houses. Day after day 
a coyote waited for her and trotted along behind. 
When she left the sUtion. he would be In the 
brush, ready to accompany her back towards the 
ho uet 

Isabelle is now married to Dr. Harry Undsay. 
a aiHn specialist living in Pasadena, Calif. I met 
tham recently in San Frandaco. 

The doctor told me of a trip Hb had made in a 
yacht down the coast towards San Diega One 
attsmoon a wild canary lighted in the rigging. 
As It was beer-drinking time, someone set out a 
aanoer of the liquid on the deck for the canary. 
*Ailer hesiUting. the bird came down, sipped. Uked 
the taste and sipped again. ’Then he left. In half 
an hour he was back in the rigging with a flock 
of ao or so of hla fellows—and they all liked beer. 
However, they were light imbibers and took only 
a few sips before flying away. 

A more memorable gathering of birds took 
place in northern Quebec in early August I960, 
when an expedition flew from Toronto to invest!- 




gate a meteor-made depression two miles across 
in Ungava. As they touched (kmn on a nearby 
take and made camp on the shore, no signs of life 
were about. After a day or two, though, they were 
sui i-ounded by the twittering of hundreds of small 
birds come to witness this strange activity in a 
previously empty land. One of the scientists In, 
the group identified them as a specie* known to 
Lapland in the sumnoer. 

Neither of these instances is as astounding as 
an ocx-urrence of some 10 years ago up in the 
Peace River country of Alberta. There a farmer, 
G. D. Ross, found two strange-looking eggs in a 
nest on the edge of a slough. He brought them 
homo and. hatched them under of his tame 
geese. According to the newspaper account, what 
came out of the eggs was a pair of trumpeter 
swans, which grew to imposing si/e. 

The Impressive part of the story, 
though, was that at the Unie it was 
writtea, these w-ild fowl regularly went 
with the farmer whea he drove to town 
Hn miles or no away. They flew above Ms 
ear. While he was la Iowa <ni his errands 
they eireled above M, utteriag loud ert sa 
and thea, whea be was ready, flew above 
him and returned to the farmyard. 

In July, 3949. my wife and 1 were in La Baz, 
In Baja, California. Each afternoon we went three 
imJe.s south of the town to the beach of Coromuel. 
One afternoon we watched a pelican in the midst 
of a group of Mexican children In the water. He 
swam among them, swooped above them, always 
lust beyond their reach. In apparent delight at 
the play. Finally he lighted on the shore. He was 
too trusting. One of the prowling dogs leaped 
upon him and broke his neck, left him lifeless in 
the gentle surf of the blue sub-tropical bay. 

Somehow, watching that unfortunate pelican. 
I was i-cminded of another occasion off a farther 
and still more southern land. In the late ’twenties 
I went to Auckland, New Zealand, in the old RMS 
Aorangi. We were met well out from the harbor 
by a porpaise who took it upon himself to precede 
us through the channel, rolling and blowing and 
weaving through the water, as if to lead a ship 
into port were the finest sport in the world—nor 
could he ever have enough of if! He even had a 
name, “Moby Dick,” and was fanrKHis among sea¬ 
going men. For years he met all incoming ships— 
ignoring their way out—and frfloted them 

through the channel into Auckland. 

LIKE MAN, animals enjoy fun. One fall morn¬ 
ing I watched a grizzly climb half a mile up a 
steep snowbank near the head of the Fraser in 
British Columbia. There he turned about, sat 
down on his haunches and. propelling himself with 
his forearms, slid down on the cushhm of snow 
which formed under him. At the bottom he rolled 
over and over, as if in ecstasy. I half expected to 
hear him laugh. 

Frank Q, Hibben, of New Mexico, in his 
‘’Hunthtg Aawrican Bear.** tells of a^ig cinnamon 
who. apparently for the pure hell of ft, joined one 
of Hibben's mountain lion hunts. The bear stayed 
around camp, stampeded the horses and. letting 
the dogs chase him, wore them down. He utterly

diarupted the lion hunt. Fiaaliy, Uibhco and his 
guide, Giles Goswlck, decidsd that the bear had 
to be killed. While the dogs were up another part 
of the canyon with Goswick. Hibben discovered 
the bear leisurely climbing a tree- and lacked the 
heart to shoot him. The bear was last seen the 
next day with a grin on his face climbing 4 ^ 
canyon wall, pursued toy yelping hounds. 

Fun-loving wiki animals partake of another of 
man’s proclivities: a aense of possession. It is ^ 
well known that most of them, the predators 
especially, have a range which they regard as 
their own and that they will usually fight to 
protect it from intrusion toy another of their kind. 

Bull elk will fight for their cows. Nor are they, 
big and small alike, above taking surreptitious 
advantage of their fellows’ labor. One September 
afternoon back-packing up the Bra 7 .eau River in 
Alberta. 1 sat down and rested with my back 
against my pack. About 30 feet away 1 notk-ed 
a pile of cones at the foot of a lodge pole pine. As 
I watched, other cones fell from above, adding to 
the pile. A squirrel was busy up there preparing 
for the %vlnter. In a few minutes I saw another 
squirrel approaching the foot of the tree. Ha 
began to carry off the cones to his own hiding 
place. His plan would have worked had he not 
chattered ao loudly about it. This brought ilie 
owner of the cones racing dow n to protec t his 
hoard. He now began to caro’ ott the i-ones in an 
opposite direction to that taken by the thief. They 
chattered and scolded at each other but did not 
fight and by their combined efforts soon leouced 
the pile to nothing. 

Pl!juiAl *8 the highest of man’s preoccupations 
Is wonder at the world he lives in* It is possible, 
that, in a limited way. the more intelligent of 
animals share in it. I remember another Septem* 
ber when 1 walked Into the Tonquln Valley out 
of Jasper. With me were Charlie Boroten and 
Blair Maclean—the latter, formerly of Victotia, 
now medical director general of the Royal Cana* 
dian l^avy, Ottawa. Heading qar little paiiy was 
the well-known Rocky Mountain outfitter and big- 
game hunter. Major Fred Brewster, tor whom, at 
the time, the three of us worked as guides. We 
were going into the Tonquin to cerry out a canoe. 

Near sundown on the west side of Matvarib 
Pass, well above timberttne, we met a she grizzly 
and her two cubs, bore only the winter before. ^ 
When we first saw them they were about 400 yaida 
away, rooting among the scrub willow for mice. 

We had no lihe and there were no trees to climb. 
^Instinctively we “closed up” *0 that as we ap¬ 
proached the bears we were walking in loi-k^ 
step, each treading on the other’s heels, except 
for the man in the lead. The four of us. with our 
packs, presented a considerable figure of strength. 

At any rate, the she-grizzly reared up. aims 
hanging down over her chest. The two cubs did 
likewise, stubby ears and shaggy coats fringed 
with the crimson of the setting sun. As we came 
nearer a^d finally passed, they turned to watch 
ua. 'The she-grizzly wrinkled her face and I could 
almost hear her say: I’ll be doggonned.” 

for though she had int>bably seen men and horses 
before, she had never seen what appeared to be 
bhe body striding by on eight legs. 

From a couple of hundred yards away. I looked 
back. 'The cubs had returned to the willow s, but 
the old bear was still standing up, staring into the 
sunset. She seemed to have forgotten we existed. 
Instead, she reared up. lonely and great in her 
mountains, in what to me at least was an attitude 
of contemplation, of wonder It the beauty of a 
. day’s ending. ,

CentraMzatton is not enUrely a new thing in 
Newfoundland. Resettlement on a smaU scab 
was going ahead long before the ialand cast her 
lot with Canada. 

As an example, a movement from off-shore 
Ubnds to the Burin Peninsub of the mainland 
began almost 30 years ago after a tidal wave took 
27 lives and destroyed most of the houses. 

Most of the families being moved are fisher- 
folk. The government is ensuring a livebhood for 
re-located families thi^ough such projects as 
modern fish pUnts which give fishermen a better 
opportunity to seU their catches. 

Scores of hamlets, still remain where settlers 
bek modem adv’antages. such as educational and 
nvedioal facUitisf. Problems of these communi¬ 
ties are now under government investigntion. 
Government economist Robert WeUs, 27, has sur- 
veyed the situation and is to presmt a report to 
the provinchU government this year. It is upon 
this report the government wiU base iu acceler¬ 
ated centralization program. 

Prembr Smallwood has said the • centidliza- 
tlon project may eventually involve moving 50.000 
Newfoundlanders to larger centres. 

0 A government grant to defray cost of re-loca- 
tlon has been stepped up to $800 from $40a ” 

But the grant is paid only when all famUies 
of a community wish to re-locate. If one or two 
families move on their own, they are not eUgible. 

Explains a government officiql: “The entire 
community must decide to go to an approved site 
before assistance la offered. Otherwise the gov¬ 
ernment would be paying out money to move 
only part of the population of an Violated and 
uiiserviced community and this would defeat the 
principb of the pedicy.”

Aodrew of Scotland is Nov. SO. 
CoasMeHng hi what great esteem he is 
lield not only in Scotland, but in many 
ether countries as well—it is surprising 
how very little is known about him. And 
yet he is the patron saint of Hungary, 
Genoa and Bin^undy as weO. 

He Is mentiened in an oM missal, together with 
Charlemagne and Boniface, but, otherwise sU that 
we knew about him comes from the Bible. He was 
Ihe sen of a fisherman named Jonas, and had a 
tawther, Simon, who was also an Apostle. 

He is spoken of In St. Mark! “Now. aa Ho 
walked by the Sea of Galilee, He saw Simon and 
iUMivw, his brother, casting a net into the aea. lor 
Bwy were fishers. And Jesus said unto them, 
Cwne y« alter me. and I will make you fishers sf 

As a young man St. Andrew had been a fol- 
Iswor of St. John the Baptist, who talked to him 
^fWn of his Master, referring to him as the Lamb 
of God. So struck was St. Andrew by these words, 
that he became a disciple of Christ. Shortly after- 
ooiii our Lord picked from His disciples. 13 men 
to be Hto Apostles, whom he appointed to go forth 
and preach His Word. St. Andrew was the first 
.ts he chosen, and was joined by his brother Simon 
_ often referred to as “Simon called Peter**.

In the Gospel of St. John we irad about St. 
Andrew, with other Apostles, enquiring about 
Christ’s second coming, and we get a glimpse of 
him In Jerusalem where Ihe Feast of the Passover 
was being celebrated. A band of Greeks had 
travelled there to talk with Christ and .St. Philip, 
another Apostle, mentioned their desire to St. 
Andiiew. It was,he who arianged a meeting lor 
them. 

On the occasion when Christ preached to a 
large multitude in the desert outside Bethsakia. 
the Apostles drew His attention to the fact that 
day was eoming to a close and the people needed 
food. It was St. Arkdrew who pointed oul a boy 
carrying five barley loaves and two small fishes 
— which miracuiouAy fed Ihe crowd of 5,000 
people! 

Alter the crucifiaion of our Lard. St. Andrew, 
with his fellow Apostles, eaiiled out His command; 
**As ye go. preach. 8ayif« The Kingdom of God 
is St Hand.' ** 

In St. Andrew’s travels he slapped at Scythia 
in Arehiai, where he canverted a large number of 
people, amang whom was a well-known woman, 
the wife of the PiwConsul Fatrae. and en his 
return journey founded a church at Byzantium. 

FYom there he travelled to Cappodocia. Gala¬ 
tia, Thessaly and other places., where bis preach¬ 
ing attiacted much attention. Later he ret ur ned 
to Scythia to visit hto canveits. and there Patrac, 
who Was angered at hfe wife’s canveisatioa, threw 
him into prison. In gaol, St. Andrew pieached to

The day before his last journey In search of 
health, on Sept. 4. 1B47, he was looking through 
his book.<< and papers preparatory to packfng, 
when he came across the verses, and the day when 
he had penned them came back te Mm. He had 
been visitinc a dying friend, and aa he sat by tbs 


his fellow prisoners, and for this was cruelly tor¬ 
tured and crucified, tied to a wooden Cfv%n .shaped 
like the letter X. of which the present cross used 
on • jewelry, for example, is a “diamatiasd** 
version. 

*rhe idea of tying the victim to the cic»ss was 
to prolong his agony. When death at last ifkoaed 
him. St. Andrew’ was hurled near the pri«on. Late 
that night, some ef the holy man's converts re¬ 
moved the body and buried It in hallowed ground. 
In 337 A.D« it was carried to ConsUntirtople by 
Constantine. 

So much was St. Andrew revered, that paiis of 
hia skeleton were given to various cities, including 
Brussels and Paris. 

Over the centuries many legends have been 
told — one that the Saint was transferied to a 
cannibal island w here he opened a prison door and 
relca.sed the captives. 

St Andrew's connection with Scotland, accord¬ 
ing to an oki atory. ia that St. Rule, (or Regulua) 
was told in a dream to take hU relics to a place 
whence he would be guided. He was aided in hie 
task by a king Identified as Angu.«i McPherson. 
The place where the relics of St. Andrew were 
deposited Is now St. Andrew's, home of the fa¬ 
mous golf course. 

The Saint Ifc'the nominal head of the Knights of 
the Thistle tan order of chivaliy similar to the 
English Order of the Garter». *1^ cross of the 
order Is surrounded fe' thistles and rue. and Is 
part of its regalia.

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that Robson and Begbie had 
their famims feud. Begbie 
was a land speculator, and one 
day a reader of The British 
Columbian sent a letter-to-tho- 
editor, implying that Begbie 
was up to some hanky-panky. 
Robson ran tha letter, Begbie 
flew into a rage, and threw 
Robson into Jail lor contempt 
of court, which was Just what 
that gentleman wanted. For 
no public man is averse to 
being a martyr In the cause ol 
the people. 

It was early December of 
1862. New Westminster burst 
Into uproar; crowds gathered 
In the streets, muttering ven¬ 
geance on Begbie, outraged be¬ 
cause Robson was in Jail. The 
British Columbian told of the 
mob scenes: "A public meeting 
was called—on account of the 
committment of the editor 
of this paper to prison. The 
meeting took place in the 
Hyack Hall, which was crowd¬ 
ed to the middle of the street, 
the numbo.- estimated at ai>out 
•MO pei'sons. Resolutions were 
pass^. and somewhat lengthy 
speeches made, and at the 
close the people marched en 
masse to the Jail, where, alter 
giving three cheers for the 
imprisoned editor, and three 
groans for the tyrant Judge, 
they quietly and quickly dis-, 
persed.** 

Robson, thaf night, took his 
facile, highly imaginative pen 
in hand and wrote for his 
paper. What a fine time he 
roust have had! How did he 
get his ai'ticle out of Jail and 
to The British Columbian? 
That is one of the minor, but 
imriguing mysteries of our 
history. 

That article is worth read¬ 
ing today, nearly a century 
later.

noxious dungeon, if by so 
doing that which U so dear to 
our heart may be best 
promoted. 

**We are troubled and con¬ 
fused to find ourself the ob¬ 
ject of such an enthusiastic 
demonstration as tlwt of Tues¬ 
day night. Your hearty cheers 
on the outside of the prison 
walls reached our ears, louHv 
ed our heart. We are utterly 
unworthy of so much honor. 
We thank you. We shake 
hands with you all. Adopt and 
maintain a dignified stand, 
and. the right being on ^your 
side, a happy Issue cannot be 
doubtful. 

‘The press of Brirl.-ih Colum¬ 
bia is virtually en.slaved. There 
are two ways of being en-. 
slaved—that-of Spartaciis and 
that of Epictetus. The one 
breaks his chains, the other 
shows his souL. lA'hen the 
fettered writer cannot have 
recourse to the first method, 
the second remains for him. 
Accept all of you ~ our deep 
feelings of grateful emotion, 
and, having truth and lihcriy 
inscribed upon your banner 
He-^ven will .smile upon your 
path and crown with ploiious 
success your war against op¬ 
pression and w'rong.** 

After four days Robson 
thought better of his obdurate 
stand, and sent Begbie* a note, 
and published It In his paper; 
"I hava to express my regret 
and btfer mv apology for al¬ 
lowing such statements (about 
the B^bfe land deolst to be 
pnbli.shed in The British Co¬ 
lumbian newspkpei.** He was 
released 

Next day he referred to the 
matter again: “—Let us for 
the present drop the curtain 
upon this dark spot In the his¬ 
tory of British Columbia. 

“It might be deemed a want 
of gratitude on our part did 
we hot thus pubUcly testify to 
the unspeakable kirulness we 
received at the hands of the 
governor of the jail and his 
amiable lady, during our brief 
incarceration—kindness which 
language is as Inadequate to 
describe as to repay. 


“Chiron Is Impelled by no 
personal feelings against tho 
Judge, who. in the most injudi* 
clous abuse of a quest Iona bid 
power, has unwittingly don# 
us a kindness and towards 
whom we entertaoln fekiinga 
of grateful pity rather than 
revenge. 

“When w'e wield the editor* 
ial pen we shall fearlessly ex¬ 
pose corruption and wrong 
wherever we may find them, 
and maintain and defend tho 
liberty of the press and tho 
freedom of speech to the best 
of our humble ability; and in 
pursuance of such a course, so 
long as the people stand by ua, 
we have no fear of the conao* 
quences.” 

Robson forthwith, com¬ 
menced to try to get rid o£ 
Begbie. He wrote in hia 
paper: "Whatever diversity of 
opinion may exist—and we be¬ 
lieve there is \'ery little—as to 
the professional qualificationa 
and recent extraordinary con* 
duct of Judge Begbie. we feel 
assured all will concede that 
a chief Justice of high profea* 
sional status and unimpeach¬ 
able moral character, x^th a 
salary that will enable him to 
speculation, should be at onco 
appointed lor this colony. 

“It is truly an alarming re¬ 
flection that our lives and our 
property are — at the mercy 
of one man, and he a poor 
frail mortal like unto one ol 
ourselves. 

“Mr. Begbie has, by recent 
rulings and decisions upon tho 
bench, as well as by his specu¬ 
lative propen.«ities out of 
court, most seriously shaken 
public confidence in. and re¬ 
spect for our courts of Justico 
—In other words he has by his 
own acts brought his court 
Into general contempt. 

“This is a fearful state of 
thing.s. We have been accus¬ 
tomed to g!or>' In British Jus¬ 
tice and hold It up to foreign¬ 
ers, as something for them to 
imitate. But In British Co¬ 
lumbia It causes the foreigner 
to scoff and bias, while it 
brigns the blush of shame and 
disgrace to. the brow of tha 
proud Briton. 

‘The alarming crisis to 
which matters have come de¬ 
mands an Immediate change. 
The dismis.Kal of Judge Begbie 
is a sine qns rum If the char-* 
acter and efficiency of our 
Judiclaiy system is to be pre¬ 
served; and the sooner this Is 
done and a chief Justice, wit 
a Judge, appointed, ^he bette 
for all parties. 

"Mr. Begbie can never n 
gain the confidence of th 
people It is easily lost bu 
ver>’ difficult to recover." 

Robson, howex'er. lost tha 
one~and in 1871 Begbie wa 
appointed the chief Justice o 
British Columbia, a position Im 
occupied until he died In 1894 
And. when Robson wai 
biflled here at Ross Bay, If 
1892, one of the chief mourn 
era was Matthew BaillH 
Begbie.
